Frank Lawler’s friends celebrated so long 
into yesterday morning after the convention 
of the evening before that there were not 
many of them around yesterday. Those who 
had been opposed to Lawler were around, 
though. They were nearly all ready to turn 
in and work for the ticket, at least they said 
so. Mayor Cregier wag for the ticket from 
top to bottom, notwi ing the way in 
which his friends were treated in the con- 
vention. Johnny May, Talleyrand Murray, 
and Jonas Hutchinson, who all had aspira- 
tions which were nipped by the Lawler-Har- 
rison combination the day before, pretended 
they were well pleased with the ticket. Mr. 
Darrow, about the only candid official around 
the City-Hall, did not conceal his annoyance 
at the fact that the native American element 
of the Democracy was not fully represented.

Will Knife Him at the Polls.

But,though the members of the City-Hall gang 


pretend to be enthusiastic for Lawler, there is 
little doubt that they will knife him at the 
polls, They know Lawler’s election means 
Harrison as the Democratic nominee for 
Mayor next spring, and Harrison’s nomina- 
tion would be a notice to them to move out, 
for it would in any event mean the end of 
Cregierism. The City-Hall men are not going 
to help put Lawler in a position where he can 
make either Harrison or Judge Prendergast 
Mayor of Chicago. That is the feeling. The 
City-Hall men, however, feel it would be fool- 
ish in them to express antipathy to Lawler 
now. It would help him as it helped him in 
the convention, They will keep quiet. Law- 
ler is also likely to encounter opposition in 
other directions. The Hyde Park and Lake 
wards and the Fourth Ward are without any 
representation whatsoever on the ticket. The 
Democrats of these sections say the Lawlerite 
leader, Ed Cullerton, is responsible for this. 

Of the other candidates Charley Kern comes 
in for most criticism, and Democrats are his 
sternest critics. It was a Democrat who said 
yesterday: Charley Kern hopes to pocket 
$50,000 to $60,000 of the people’s money. Why 
should the people be so liberal to Charley? He 
is not so liberal when they are concerned. 

Two Barrooms, One License. 

„He runs two barrooms in twodistinct quar- 
ters, but he pays for but one license. Whisky 
and beer are dispensed over both. Why does 
he not pay for two licenses? Other saloon- 
keepers have to pay for licenses under similar 
terms. I think a saloonkeeper who fails to 
pay a proper license fee for one of his saloons 
is hardly a fit candidate for County Treas- 
urer.”’ 

It is said in the same connection that Kern 
so dearly loves his dollars that he has hardly 
ever contributed to the Democratic campaign 
funds. He swells around on big occasions, 
said a Democrat yesterday, but he never 
gives up anything. During the Palmer cam- 
paign he wanted to take Palmer around 
among his ‘German friends,’ as he said, but 
he always wanted the campaign committee to 
pay for the carriage. Kern’s record as Sheriff 
is not yet forgotten by certain Democrats. He 
will hear from them before election day. 

Fifth Senatorial District. _ 

The Republican Committee of the Fifth 
Senatorial District met last evening and de- 
cided to call the convention for Saturday 
week.. James Monahan has consented to be a 
candidate for re6lection to the Senate. 

The Ninth Senatorial District Convention 
has also been called for a week from Satur- 
day. The Coroner proposes to further load 
down the Republican ticket in the district by 
nominating two of his men in the district. 
The people may assert themselves against the 
dictatorship, but it is not likely. Knopf for 
Senator and Wilk and Hayes for the House is 
the slate. 

The Democratic Executive County Commit- 
tee will meet tomorrow evening to consider 
the nominations for County Commissioners. 
It is probable the names submitted by Aid. 
Cullerton's committee will be adopted. There 
is bitter opposition to George Edmanson. But 
he wants to be nominated again for President. 
Gen. Lieb is being urged for that place also. 
Edmanson may be retained as a Commis- 
sioner. If Robert Nelson declines the place 
may goto Henry Gelder of the First Ward, 
who is being urged by that eminent reformer, 
Ald. Whelan. Hayes, Reilly, Bonner, Kelly, 
Maloney, and the other rejected Commission- 
ers are feeling quite sore and are kicking. 

Some have it that Jacob L. Cahn will not 
accept the nomination offered him and that 
Frank Stauber will also decline. 

Transfer certificates were issued to about 
100 voters who have moved since last regis- 
tration day at the Election Commis- 
sioner’s office yesterday. Those voters were 
mostly Republicans. The fact is taken as an 
indication that the warnings of the Repub- 
lican Campaign Committee have been heeded. 
The transfers will be issued each day till a 
week from Saturday. The Republican Cam- 
paign Committee is making an active canvass 
preparatory to registration. Circulars of in- 
struction are being scattered broad-cast. The 
following paragraph is being addressed es- 
pecially to those who ought to take out 
naturalization rs: 5

They thought it would have been 
much better to have relied on the members of 
the board without outside interference, but 
are also confident the Cook County members 
can preyent any further raise. To show there 
is no unjust discrimination against Cock 
County on the part of the board in reaching 
their conclusions it is well, to make a com- 
parison of figures.

The surplus to be spread back will 
give it the benefit of about 15 per 
cent of this amount, leaving a net raise

Values on the Basis of Cash Sales.

The reports of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany to the Board of Taxation were made pub- 
lic today.

In reaching the assess- 
ment the board has to deduct all this. Last 
year the total assessment was $1,091,360. The

M’KINLEY’S TARIFF BILL AND TOBACCO. 


Have Been Made During the 
Last Few Days. 

New York, Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The effects 
of the McKinley Tariff bill on certain import- 
ers was an absorbing subject of discussion in 
mercantile circles today. Leaf tobacco mer- 
chants, who took time by the forelock and had 
the courage to buy heavily, have already 
made fortunes. Last spring Sumatra leaf 
was considered well sold when it brought 
from $1.45 to $1.60 per pound. Since Aug. 1 
last thousands of cases have 
sold at $2.75 per pound. This tobacco 
market has been for two months in a 
state of feverish excitement. The tariff on Su- 
matra leaf was to be increased from 75 cents 
to $2 per pound, and on Havana wrappers 
from 35 cents to $2. Those who ht last 
spring have already sold and made fabulous 
profits. More than 3,000,000 pounds of Su- 
matra leaf have reached this port within the 
last ten days. This is unparalleled in receipts. 

Importers and dealers in music boxes and 
other instruments in that class are outspoken 
in their denunciation of the effect of the Mc- 
Kinley bill on their goods.

Sr. Par., Minn., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The 
Minnesota Supreme Court today decided that 
the upper berths of all sleeping-cars running 
in this State must remain closed when not in 
use. The case in which this decision was made 
is quite a celebrated one, that of the St. Louis 
Railroad vs. The State Railroad Commission, 
appellants. The order was first issued to the 
St. Louis road, which denied the right of the 
Minnesota Commissioners to make it, and de- 
cided to make the matter a test case.

Sir James Kitson, President of the British 


Association, Replies to Andrew Car- 
negie’s Address—A Paper on the De- 
velopment of Blast Furnaces—Agitation 


in Favor of Penny Postage to Europe—

New York, Oct. 1.— The first session of the [ron 
and Steel Institute was opened in Chickering 
Hall today. Monday and Tuesday the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers held their sessions, 
which were also attended by the scientific En- 
glishmen and Germans who are now visiting in 
this country. Sir James L. Kitson, Bart., the 
President of the British Association, opened the 
meeting this morning. He said a few words of 
congratulation to the members of his society upon 
having an opportunity to visit and see for them- 
selves the resources of this country. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie then delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. He dwelt upon the close friend- 
ship which has always existed between the man- 


‘ufacturers of England and America—a friendship 


that was increasing year by year. The interest of 
one country was the concern of another. The 
United States was a great consumer and a great 
producer, and its superabuindant prosperity 
could not fail to reflect in à like manner upon all 
other countries. He was glad to have the honor 
of bidding the members of the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute a hearty welcome to America. Tou are 
welcome, thrice welcome, he said, to the sheres 
of the Republic whose people appreciate your 
efforts, so successful in the cause of progress and 
civilization.’ ae 

Sir James Kitson responded to Mr. Carnegie’s 
welcome. “It is, indeed, an honor to us,“ he 
said, to be welcomed here by Mr. Carnegie, who 
is the largest manufacturer of iron and steel in 
the world.” 

Sir James gave a history of the Iron and Steel 
Institute, after which Gen. Sherman appeared on 
the stage and was greeted with cheers. 

t was announ that ex-Mayor Hewitt was 
unable to be present to deliver his address. 

James Gayley of Bessemer, Pa., then read his 
paper on the “ Development of American Blast 


The development of blast furnace practice in 
America in the direction of latge yields was, the 
paper said, mainly the history of the working 
since 1880, when the new era in the manufacture 
of pig iron began with the putting in of the blast 
of the Edgar Thomson furnaces, of which the 
paper was mainly a description. 

Mr. Gayley thought the day was not far distant 
when this country would be able to show a record 
of 300,000 tons from a furnace in three years and 
on a single lining.

TO PICK COTTON BY MACHINERY, 


A. Campbell of Chicago Promises Great 
Things of His Invention. 


A cotton-picking machine has been invented 
that the inventor, A. Campbell of Chicago, says 
will save 90 per cent in the present cost of pick- 
ing. A company for the manufacture of the 
machines was incorporated about a year ago 
under the laws of Illinois. It is called ne 
Star Cotton-Pick Machine company, with a 
capi stock of $5,000,000. George Gurley of 
Waco, Tex., is the President, Seth of Chi- 
cago Secretary. and Nichol & Hyder as Chicago 
representatives. They will establish a factory in 
this city, they say, ata cost of at least $500,000 
and will employ 1,000 men. machine wi 
cost between and \ 

Last year, they say, it cost nearly $100,000.000 to 
pick the cotton crop, and they claim that their 
machine will do it for one-tenth that sum. and 
that the 2 of the cotton will be improved. 
One machine will do the work of twenty men. 

The sotton-picker consists of a two-wheeled 
cart, with a box receptacle to catch the picked 
cotton, and is drawn by mules. The wheels give 
motion 2 the machinery by simple cog connec- 
tions. The cylinder looks like a grai er 
cylinder, except that the teeth, or fingers, are 
from four to six times longer, and revolve with 
the cylinder. They also have another distinct, 
different, and more rapid revolution. The for- 
ward motion of the cart 3 1 exactly to 
the travel of the fingers or spin on the cylin- 
der, or mechanically offsets the forward motion 
of the cart-wheels, so that while the spindles are 
permeating through the cotton stalks 
they at the same time remain perfectly motion- 
less as far as the forward motion is concerned. 
Mechanically the fingers extend through the bush, 
spinning on all ripe cotton, and from the fact 

t there is no forward movement of the indi- 
vidual lot of spindles then in the bush the plant 
and unripe cotton bolls are not injured.

There are many inconsistencies to be charged up 
to the Fifty-first Congress, but perhaps none of 
these is so glaring as the determination to hold a 
World’s Exposition and then to immediately erect 
a fn samy wall of high tariff to keep out foreign 
e its. 


the President's invitation to the nations of the 
earth to participate in the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position shall be issued the new high tariff will 
notify foreign manufacturers that there is no 
market in America for their products. 


The new tariff is by no means an ideal meas- 
ure. It has some grave defects. It is hard to 
find a man who defends all its provisions. 
Not oven Senator Sherman does that. He ad- 
| mitted that it contained bad provisions. It is 
quite possible that brief experience will show 
the folly of some of its higher duties imposed 
and that they may be removed from the stat- 
ute books before the closing of the Fair three 


} years hence. 


But allowing for all that the law does not 
create the “ prohibitory tariff” this Chicago 
Democratic paper says it does. It is more 
favorable in many respects to the foreigner 
than the one just passing out of existence. 
And in a majority of instances its provisions 

thesame. Take art, for instance. Pict- 
and statuary form the most attractive de- 
rtment of every exposition. The duty on 
these things, which was 30 per cent, has been 
lowered to 15, or one-half. Another depart- 
ment of an exposition which may be sure al- 
ways of a crowd is thie one where silken goods 
are shown. But the duties on that class of 
fabrics remain the same, though those on linen 
goods have been raised. The duties on silks 
have been lowered considerably since 1876, 
but there was no lack of French exhibiters of 
such goods at the Philadelphia ition of 
that year. If the silk duties of did not 
deter French exhibiters, those of 1890, which 
are one-sixth lower on the average, will not 
keep them away. 

While the average duties on cutlery and 
edge tools have been raised, yet that applies 
only to a certain number of the many hun- 
dred kinds of articles included in those exten- 
sive classes. On many the charges remain 
just what they were before. So going through 
the tariff item by item it will be found that a 
large majority of foreign manufacturers are 
not affected by it, while others are helped. 
But these two classes have kept their mouths 
shut while those who are hit have done a great 
deal of loud protesting. | 
But whether the duties are high or low the 
wares of foreign exhibiters wil] be imported

Therefore 
there need be no fear but that every square 
foot ot space reserved for foreign exhibiters 
will be preémpted with great promptness and 
filled with the finest fabrics they can manu- 
facture. 


ATTACKING FRANKLIN’S WILL. | 

The Benjamin Franklin fund of $100,000, 
representing the accumulation of the $5,000 
originally left to Philadelphia by Poor Rich- 
ard, is at last to be litigated by the heirs. The 
contest is made in the name of Albert D. 
Bache, a great grandson of Franklin, and at 
present a Paymaster in the navy, who repre- 
sents nearly a hundred heirs, descendants of 
Richard Bache, who married Franklin's daugh- 
ter. The complainant in his petition sets forth 
that the fund has been mismanaged and that 
it has been used for other purposes than the 
donor intended, and further that— 

The provisions contained in the codicil be 
queathing the £1,000 to Philadelphia and Boston 
are void and in violation of law for several rea- 
sons, principally because an accumulation is di- 
rected for a longer period than is allowed by the 
common law of the State; because the use of the 
funds after the first hundred years is not a charit- 
able use, and not one allowed by law, and because 
the purpose contemplated by Franklin has be- 
come impossible on account of the dereliction and 
negligence of the trustees in not realizing the an- 
ticipated fund. 

The fight will be made vigorously not only 
in Philadelphia but also in Boston, to which 
city a similar amount for a similar purpose 
was left. The donation to Philadelphia was 
managed by the city. That to Boston, not 
then an incorporated city, was left to be ad- 
ministered by the selectmen and the pastors 
of the oldest churches, The Philadelphia 
fund has reached only $100,000, while the 
Yankee preachers have piled up $300,000. The 
contest will be an interesting one, but, how- 
ever it may come out, evidently among all 
his calculations the old philosopher did not 
calculate on two things—first, that the supply 
of apprentices would run out so soon, and, 
second, that when the first hundred years ex- 
pired his heirs would be strivmg to break the 
will.

BLUNDERS OF THE WOOL-GROWERS. 

When the National Association of Wool- 
Growers, which, ifexamined closely, turns out 
to be merely Messrs. Lawrence, Delano, and 
Harpster of Ohio, perpetual and self-appointed 
guardians of the interests of the sheep-raisers 
of the United States, persuaded Maj. McKin- 
ley and the other Republican members of the 
Ways and Means Committee to raise the du- 
ties on wool they did so believing tbat these 
higher duties would enhance permanently the 
price of wool, and would set more farmers to 
raising sheep for their fleeces to share in these 
gains. 

The three Ohioans have been given the 
duties they demanded so vociferously, and the 
manufacturers, that they may not have to 
stand the brunt of costlier wool, have been 
given larger protection on all woolen goods. 
But these Ohio smart men have left out of 
their calculations one important fact, and that 
is the influence of cost on cunsumption. They 
seem to think that avyhether the price of some- 
thing which men eat or drink or wear or use 
rises or falls the consumption will be the 
same. This might be pretty nearly the case 
were all men millionaires, but they are not 
and never will be. The manufacturers know, 
even if the three Ohio sheep men do not, that 
a fall in prices stimulates consumption and a 
rise checks it. Every dry goods dealer knows 
it, every grocer knows it. Every railroad 
knows it—pretty much all the world, indeed, 
except the National Association of Wool- 
Growers.”’ 

That the price of woolen goods will advance 
under the influence of dearer wool and higher 
duties on woolens every one sees. It is 
equally certain that as soon as that higher 
price becomes perceptible to consumers there 
will be less buying of woolen goods. The in- 
comes of consumers will not rise with the 
prices of woolen goods, Nobody claims that. 
Most people have only so much money to 
spend for woolens. If they cost more the 
quantity bought must be lessened, or the ad- 
ditional amount of money needed will have to 
be taken from the fund set aside for the pur- 
chase of other and perhaps equally necessary 
articles. The consumption of woolen goods 
will be lessened and the proportion of cheap 
shoddy trash bought will be increased. The 
laboring man who spent $50 in buying all- 
wool goods will lay out the same eum in the 
purchase of goods part wool, part cotton, and 
part shoddy. 

The woolen mill bosses understand these 
facts perfectly, and know that to sell a yard 
of cloth for the same price as before the 
higher duties were imposed, and thus make 
the consumer believe there has been no ad- 
vance in price, he must make that cloth of in- 
ferior quality. He must use poorer wool, or 
in part some substitute for wool. This ex- 
plains why the manufacturers, with the cer- 
tainty of the passage of the McKinley bill 
staring them in the face for some months, 


have not bothered about laying in stocks of 


Ohio and other fine Eastern fleeces which the 
Ohio trio of sheep masters have been telling 
the sheep-raisers would go up in price be- 
cause of the higher duties. The woolen mill 
bosses know that their consumption of the 
finer grades of wool will be diminished while 
that of the poorer ones will be increased. So 
they have been buying Texas, Arizona, and 
New Mexico wools at former prices and pay- 
ing less for the finer Ohio and Michigan wools. 

So the growers of the finer grades of wool 
will find to their surprise that there will be 
much less demand for their fleeces under the 
new Tariff bill than the old one, and that they 
will not be able to regain even the 4 cents a 
pound they have lost during this last year. 
They will find that they have cut off their own 
noses, for by forcing up Prices of woolen 
goods on the consumer they have reduced the 
aggregate consumption of fine wool and in- 
creased the proportionate consumption of 
shoddy. They must expect henceforth to get 
less instead of more for their fine fleeces, while 
they must pay considerably more for their own 
clothes. They have made asses of themselves. 

If they had expended in getting wool on the 
free list the time and energy they have mis- 
employed in pushing up the duties on wool 
and woolen goods the consequences would 
have been different. The manufacturer would 
have reduced the price on his woolen wear, and 
that would have stimulated ana increased con- 
sumption and enabled him to run his mill to 
its full capacity. As his output increased he 
would need more wool—both the American 


and the foreign mixing wools. The demand 
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for home-grown fleeces would have increased, 
and there would have been a rise in prices 
which the manufacturer would have been able 
to stand, for, owing to increased production 
and the perfect utilization of his plant, he 
could charge a smaller profit on each yard of 
cloth under lower duties and yet make money. 
But the wool-growers chose to have it the 
other way. Perhaps a year hence they will 
know more political economy than they do 
now. 


A “RULING RACE” TICKET. 

The representatives of the ‘* ruling race 
had the best of it in the Democratic mob 
called a convention which gathered at the 
North Side Turner-Hall Tuesday. This was 
anticipated. They were a majority of the del- 
egates, and as they did not nomininate a 
“ ruling race ticket from top to bottom 
they probably congratulate themselves on be- 
ing tolerant. But they took all the plums.“ 
For mere appearance sake they nominated a 
few Germans. They gave one or two judicial 
nominations to the Americans because there 
was a lack of available “ ruling race ”’ candi- 
dates.

In the matter of the German representa- 
tion only those that can be used by the “ rul- 
ing race have been nominated. Charles 
Kern was preferred to Louis Nettelhorst be- 
cause the latter is a man of positive character 
and in office would act in accordance with his 
own ideas of what is right. Kern has been 
bossed and will be bossed again. 


SENATOR CARLISLE FOR UNIVERSAL REC- 
IPROCITY, ALIAS FREE TRADE. 

In his closing speech on the Tariff bill, 
which had been prepared with great care and 
contains no unpremeditated utterances, Sen- 
ator Carlisle, the leading Democrat of the 
United States, comes out clearly in favor of 
universal reciprocity, which is free trade or 
the English tariff. The fact that this position 
is taken unequivocally by a man of his high 
party standing proves that it is the one the 
party of which he is the intellectual leader 
will adopt and make its future fights on. Sen- 
ator Carlisle is a representative Democrat and 
a representative of the most intelligent ele- 
ment in the party. When Gov. Hill of New 
York says I am a Democrat it means he is 
for Tammany and free whisky. Such words 
in the mouth of Carlisle mean something 
quite different. They mean abolition of all 
protection. Should Cleveland be out of the 
way and the Democrats feel any way confi- 
dent of carrying the election in 1892 Carlisle 
will be the Presidential nominee of his party 
two years hence. 

But, whether nominated or not, Carlisle has 
written the Democratic platform for 1892, and 
it is to be unrestricted free trade with Europe. 
It will declare that when the Democraté get 
into power they will challenge England and 
the other nations of the Old World to a war 
for manufacturing, cut-under supremacy. It 
will have to be fought on the lower plane of 
the European wage scale. The policy of the 
Republicans has been enunciated. It is pro- 
tection for American industries and a reci- 
procity where the articles taken in exchange 
for American products will not interfere de- 
structively with the industries of this country. 
It means a reciprocity of non-competitive 
surplus products, while Carlisle and the 
Democrats want a reciprocity in competitive 
goods with Europe. 

Between these two policies the city working- 
men will have to choose. If they are ready 
and willing to drop down to the lower wage 
scale of Europe, which they must do if they 
are to carry on an industrial war with En- 
gland, France, Germany, and Belgium and 
compete with the workingmen of those coun- 
tries in their own as well as in the markets of 
the world, then it is their duty to vote for the 
Democratic candidates, who, if elected, will 
sweep away the last vestiges of the American 
protective system and begin this battle be- 
tween the manufacturers of two continents. 
{f they are not willing to accept the lower 
wage scale and poorer style of living of Eu- 
rope, but wish to stay where they are, it is 
their duty to support Republican candidates. 

There will be no hazy, uncertain issues in 
1892. There will be but one, and it will be as 
clear and comprehensive as the great issue 
over which Republicans and Democrats fought 
during the Rebellion. That was: Shall the 
war be abandoned or carried on till the Re- 
bellion be crushed? Every voter understood 
that issue. He will understand the great in- 
dustrial question to be decided two years 
hence. 


In some remarks before the prison confer- 
ence in session at Cincinnati Warden Brush of 
Sing Sing said: 

A large share of the men and boys who are in- 
carcerated in our State prisons and penitentia- 
ries are there because they did not have proper 
discipline in the family, and were allowed by 
overindulgence to play truant instead of attending 
school, and therefore received no school discipline. 


These observations are deserving the atten- 
tion of those Wisconsin Democrats who say 
that the right of the parent to control the edu- 
cation of his child is supreme—that it is one 
of those “natural rights which the law- 
makers must not touch. These Democrats 
have adopted a platform which demands the 
total repeal of the Bennett law, of its clauses 
requiring children to go to school and punish- 
ing truancy as well as the one which requires 
that they be taught the English language. 
According to the doctrine of the natural rights 
of parents held by these Democrats and ap- 
proved by Roger Q. Mills, if the father pleases 
his sons must become candidates for the jail 
and the penitentiary, where they will cost the 
State a hundred times as much as their com- 
mon-school education would have done, and 
the State cannot interfere to save them. The 
coming election will show that the voters of 
the Badger State would rather spend their 
money for new school-houses than new peni- 
tentiaries, where the victims of Democratic 
teachings are housed and guarded. 


Ir has been given out all along that Tam- 
many was so confident of carrying the election 
in New York City it would refuse to make 
any combination with the County Democracy. 
The report, however, is not justified by the 
facts. Tammany has made an overture to the 
Counties looking to arbitration as to union, 
but the latter having little faith either in 
Tammany’s proffers or pledges, evidently fear- 
ing the Greeks bearing gifts, declined the 
overture and now it will be war to the knife 
between the two factions. In this emergency 
the straightforward, businesslike program 
would be a combination between the Counties 
and the Republicans. If such a combination 
could be made they might down Tammany, 
but at this point enters a disturbing element 
in the shape of the Municipal League, set on 
foot by the ministers, which appears to be 
about as impracticdble an affair as can well

In seeking for the cause of this discrepancy 
the Herald finds it in the fact that in some of 
the decades the percentage of increase in the 
city was aided by suburban annexation, and 
that the present census, as it embraced no 
new territory, of necessity compares unfavor- 
ably with its predecesors.

rrespondent has not made up his mind 
already that his three questions are unanswera- 
ble, it will be easy to answer them: For they are 
not as hard as he seems to think them. They be- 
long to the elementary stages of political econo- 
my. They are no harder than questions in arith- 
metic which deal oply with the first four rules. 

But if the correspondent has made up his mind 

that his queries are not to be solved, then of 
course he will refuse to be satisfied with any an- 
swer, no matter how clear and thorough it may 
seem to others. But assuming that he asks for 
the sake of information, and not to display his 
imagined smartness, here is what he asks for: 

1. This question assumes something to be true 
which is not. It assumes that the wages paid in 
unprotected industries average higher than those 

paidin all protected industries. of which there 
are several hundred. While bricklayers form but 
one class, all receiving about the same pay, the 
employés in a big steel mill are divided into a 
dozen or more classes getting different rates of 
pay. The common laborer in the mill does not 
get much, while the puddler gets a great deal. To 
show the correspondent how incorrect his broad 
assertion is it will be enough to tell him that many 
classes of workers in steel and iron mills and 
glass works and several other establishments get 
higher pay per day nearly all the year round than 
the carpenter, bricklayer, or stonemason ever 
dreamed of getting during the seven, eight, or 
nine months that the weather allows him to work. 

So the question ought to be, Why do workers in 
certain unprotected industries get more than 
many workers in various protected industries? 
The answer is. it would be amazing were it other- 
wise. If there were no protective tariff the work- 
men in the factory or mill would be exposed first 
to foreign competition, which does not exist for 
those in the building trades, as ready-made brick 
and stone houses cannot be imported from Eu- 
rope. If they could be brought over and planted 
ready for use on Chicago building lots, bricklaye-s, 
carpenters, painters, and plumbers’ wages would 
be likely to drop down amazingly. The tariff, 
while protecting the mill-hand from foreign com- 
petition, leaves him exposed still to the sharp, 
keen rivalry of other cities and Americans who 
are in the same business. Southern cheap cottons 
are beginning to compete with those of Massachu- 
setts, and Southern iron with that of Ohio. The 
tendency soon will be to cut down wages in Mas- 
sachusetts and Ohio to meet this competition, 
But the cost of house-building in Boston or Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans or San Francisco has no 
effect on the wages of those who are in the build- 
ing trades in Chicago, St. Paul, or St. Louis. 

In the next place, the members of the building 
trades have been able to form exceedingly strong 
and effective unions, which have controlled local 
labor markets of cities and fixed hours and prices 
within certain limits to suit themselves. They 

can push up wages as high as they please, pro- 
vided capitalists do not refuse outright to pay 
them, preferring to let their property go unim- 
proved, and providing they do not make them so 
high in some one locality that men pour in from 
everywhere else and swamp the union. Thus the 
building trades have been able to get better 
hours than most of the mill and factory hands. 

2. Wages are controlled by supply and de- 
mand—within certain limitations. Between the 
lowest wages a man can afford to take and the 
highest his employer can afford to give without 
actual loss there is often quite a little difference. 
A rganized building trade union, the 
sphere whose activity is limited to one city, 
can succeed often in getting an excessive com- 
pensation by having a monopoly of the working 
force available. But in the case of a manufactur- 
ing business, where there is keen inter-State and 
inter-city competition, it is not so easy for the 
employés to get a corner gn their employers, be- 
cause if they demand too much pay the goods 
can no longer bo sold at a profit, as other places 
undersell them. 

The foreigner who stays at home could com- 
pete as sharply with the Americans, after making 
allowance for freight rates and commissions on 
the goods he sends here, as if he worked here, but 
the tariff steps in and does not permit him to.

NATIONAL PRISON CONGRESS. 


Close of the Meeting in Cincinnati—An In- 
teresting Paper. 

CrIncrnnatt, O., Oct.1.—The National Prison 
Congress, having completed its work, has ad- 
journed to meet in Pittsburg in October, 1891. The 
Rev. Dr. Wines, its Secretary, was redlected, but 
owing to a pressure of other duties he was com- 
pelled to offer his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted, and the Rev. J. H. Milligan was chosen 
Secretary. Dr. Wines retains his interest in the 
association as one of the board of directors. 

T. J. Charlton, Superintendent of the Indiana 
Reform School for Boys, delivered an address on 
“The Similarity of Reformatory and Prison 
Work.” In opening his address he called atten- 
tion to the fact that when assigned to the subject 
he sent out circulars to a number of men engaged 
in prison reform work and asked their views on 
the subject. They were varied and contained a 
good many suggestions that proved of advantage 
in preparing the address. Continuing, thespeaker 


said: 

‘* I knew that I was correct in the belief that in 
all properly managed prisons ‘and 2 
there were many things in common. If it were oth 
wise, why are we all assembled here in this great 
conference? We deal with the same materials—viz. : 
the criminal] classes of our country. Juvenile re- 
formatories have in charge offenders under 21 
years of age. The prisons receive the older 
criminals. The differance is es oy one of age. 
There is very little difference in the offenses com- 
mitted by juvenile and adult criminals. If you 
will examine the causes of commitment in re- 
formatories, you will find the same crimes enum- 
erated as in prisons. Some prison wardens have 
told me that prison discipline is 
severe than

boys was told: Y The teacher 
for this school must be able to knock down 
and drag out the _ rebellious larger boys. 
What a change since then! Now delicate ladies 
are found to be abundantly able to manage and 
conduct schools of every grade. Brute force is be- 
low par because the world has grown wiser. It 
requires the same, if not greater, ability to man- 
age a Kintergarten school t it does a high 
school or a class in a university. I hold that the 
juvenile inmates of reformatories are the same 
material as the inmates of prisons. I hold also 
that it reqnires the same fitness in those who have 
in charge both reformatories and prisons. Simi- 
lar instructions are required in both institutions. 
An important point is the necessity of looking af- 
ter the moral training of the prisoners, not only 
in the prison or reformatory, but after the prison- 
ers are discharged or released on parole. 


BUILDING A TOWN OF HIS OWN. 


O. C. Barber of Parlor-Match Fame Turn- 
ing a Hamlet Into a City.

PARENTS FIGHTING FOR A CHILD,

Interesting Controversy for the Custody of 
Maud Jenkins—Other Legal News, 

An interesting controversy took place before 
Judge Horton yesterday for the custody of Maud 
Jenkins, a child of 10 years. The fight was be- 
tween her mother, Mrs. Rebecca A. Noyes, and 
her father, Silas L. Jenkins of Miami County, 
Ohio. Jenkins secured a. decree of divorce in 
Ohio from Mrs. Noyes, and she has since married 
Charles C. Noyes of this city. The father was 
awarded the custody of Maud, the decree setting 
up that the mother was an unfit person to have 
her. Mrs. Noyes claims she is entitled to the child 
because the father was nota fit person to have 
her. Mr. Jenkins stated that his occupation is 
that of a farmer, but during the last three years 
he has been railroading. and his child was placed 
in the care of Mr. and Mrs. Harden Pope of Hen- 
dricks County, Indiana. While he has provided 
for her support, he has not seen her during that 
period. He alleges that the mother is leading an 
immoral life, and has expressed her determina- 
tion to bring upthe girlin the sameway. She 
has abused thechild, hesaid,and in June last 
kidnaped her from the Popes
